"Early  Gaelic  Poet-s"  wa.s  the 
.subject  of  an  instructive  lecture 
Riven  last  night  by  Rev.  Brother 
Lawless,  prmcjpal  of  St.  Louis 
College.  l>efore  a  well-attended 
meeting  of  the  New  Education  Fel- 
lowship in  the  lectiire  room  c* 
Victoria  coDege.  It  irae  the  flasi 
meeth^  of  the  eMeon.f 

The  lecture,  aside  trem  the  his- 
torical interest  surrounding  the 
early  Gaelic  poets  and  ths  high 
literary  cull  tire  of  Ireland  k  em  Her 
days,  carried  an  uitjmate  touch  by 
the  manner  of  ita  deliverance. 
Brother  Lawlcs.s,  althouKli  \\r  does 
not  .'.ivic  liim.self  a  ir.iin'i,  gwve 
his  hearcr.s  a  vivid  ix)it:a\.u  of  the 
great  and  loyal  ciulea'.or  of  the 
Irish  to  retain  their  literary  tradi- 
tions. Though  besot  with  obstacles 
strewn  along  the  path  polttioal  and 
retaxded  througb  want  nA  1^- 
ertgr.  they  gave  to  the  world  some 
of  ite  finest  works  In  poetry. 
IRISH  .SCHOOL  SYSTEMS 

Brother  lAwlees  prsfaood  his 
dcbcriptive  aad  Mbgrapldoal  le- 
■Utfks  on  Indivtdtial  poeU  with  a 
feview  of  the  school  ayetems  hi 
vogua  In  Ireland  of  the  aneienU. 
He  refenred  particularly  to  the  mo- 
nastic and  secular  .system.s,  the 
former  guided  by  the  church  and 
the  latter  by  the  laymen  The 
secular  system  bciame  known  a.s 
the  Bardic  School,  from  which  the 
great  majority  of  the  higher  intel- 
lectuals emerged.  He  described  the 
peculiar  method  of  t^^ing  in 
the  Bardic  schools,  whish  were 
often  huts.  Isolated  aad  eeotaided 
from  life,  m  theee  hate  the  eeholar 
poets  were  shot  in  darkness,  fur- 
nished with  the  Btniotdre  of  a  poem 
and  left  to  prepare  their  work. 
These  schools  lasted  until  the 
middle  of  the  .sevent^cmh  imturv 
when  they  were  forced  to  close 
wlini  education  of  the  higher  tyj^e 
brrainr  more  restricted.  He  rc- 
ilf'rred  tn  the  "Courts  of  Poetry." 
later  formed  and  presided  over  by

His 
later  life  was  almost  pathetic.  Join- 
ing tlic  army  after  quitting  his  fol- 
lo\MiiK  as  a  .schoolmaster,  O  Sulli- 
van, while  abroad,  pined  for  lUs 
own  land,  and  after  several  years' 
service  camo  back.

No  one  can  read  reports  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  Canadian  House  of  Commons  these  morn- 
ings without  thinking  of  what  takea  place  at 
certain  seasons  of  the  year  In  the  shadow  of 
the  Walling  Wall  In  Jerusalem.  For  close  upon 
siik  weeks  Parliament  hat  beail'  sitting  and  the 
unfortunate  members  have  been  compelled  to 
Usten  to  the  woea  and  lamentations  of  an  oppo- 
sition embittered  by  the  thought  of  the  lose  of 
an  election.  Elections  have  been  lo.st  before  in 
Canada,  but  there  ifas  never  a  political  party 
In  the  history  of  Canada  exeept  the  party  led 
by  Mr.  William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King  which  did 
not  accept  defeat  with  a  certain  amount  of  grace 
and  a  certain  quality  of  philosophy— ^ttdt  to  men- 
don  a  ooneipendlng  degree  of  sportsmanship. 

For  clo.se  upon  s||j|^  weelA- Parliament  has  been 
sitting  and  has  aocompUshad  practically  noth- 
ing at  all  to  the  way  of  businesa.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  one  Important  speech  and  a  few  les.s  ^ 
Important  speeches  by  the  Prime  Minister,  the  i 
leader  of  the  opposition  and  his  followers  have  | 
done  virtually  all  the  talking    Mr.  King  spok? 
for  about  four  hours,  and  his  followers  spoke  as 
long  as  they  were  permitted  to  talk  under  the 
mlas  of  the  House.  The  leader  of  course  did 
nothing  In  the  course  of  his  speech  but  denounce 
the  Oovemment  and  laud  his  goTeminant.  The 
followers  all  followed  the  example  of  the  leader 
and  denounced  the  government. 

The  next  opportunity  for  unlimited  talk  and 
bitter  denunciation  win  come  after  thle  delivery 
Of  the  Budget  Speech  of  the  Finance  Minister. 
Then  there  will  be  another  deluge  of  Wk,  notable 
chiefly  for  Its  dearth  of  ron.structlve  suKRCstlon 
or  modicum  of  reason.  The  Ottawa  Journal, 
which  U  published  almost  wUMa  fli#  Jigjniii  «t 
the  Federal  Parliament  Buildings,  thus  CXprefKS 
Its  Views  of  the  proceedings: 

"For  this  country  Is  sick  and  weary,  or  ought 
to  be.  of  mean,  petty,  opportunist  politics:  sick 
of  chameleons  In  public  life;  sick  of  timid, 
grovelling  politicians,  afraid  of  their  political 
shadows.

A  medical  practitioner  who  has  abandoned  hi.s 
profession,  at  least  temporarily,  to  practise  In 
politics,  has  asked  the  Dominion  Parliament  to 
adopt  an  act  for  nattonallsatlon  of  the  medical 
profession.  The  doou^r,  in  making  his  modest 
request,  was  not  acting  In  the  Interests  of  the 
gentlemen  of  his  learned  profeaslon.  Not  at  all. 
He  was  adhig  In  the  Interests  of  the  common 
people.  He  says  the  cost  of  sickness  and  thfe  coal 
of  tfylnff  have  beaome  so  high  that  practically 
no  peq|>N  but  the  wealthy  can  carry  the  grievou.s 
load.  8o  he  wanU  the  burden  to  be  boma  pro- 
portionately by  all  the  people. 

If  there  are  any  gentlemen  Of  the  undertaking 
profession  (or  perhaps  we  sheuld  say  of  th" 
mortuary  profession)  In  the  House,  we  suppose 
there  will  be  a  demand  for  the  natlonalliatlon 
of  that  profession.  The  professions  of  the  med- 
ical man  and  of  the  morttelans  may  not  be  in 
close  association  with  one  another,  but  at  least 
In  many  cases  the  one  foUows  ihh  other,  and  if 
the  morticians  were  to  make  such  a  demand  It 
eould  not  logically  be  resisted.  Besides  there  Is 
a  current  belief  that  the  cost  of  sickness  and 
the  cost  of  death  also  have  become  too  grievous 
for  the  living  to  bear,  and  that  something 
should  be  done  about  them.

Without  conservation  methods. 
Mr.  Lougheed  feared  that  within 
fifteen  or  twenty  year.s  the  mature 
stands  of  Douglas  Ar  in  the  province 
would  be  exhausted.  The  demand 
for  this  tiflsber  throughout  the 
world  was  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
could  not  be  supplied  from  else- 
where than  the  Pacific  Coast,  and 
there  was  an  insistent  demand  for 
it.

Thcjr  discovered  that  the 
Spanterds  had  "beaten  them  to  it," 
and  Uken  the  supplies,  so  they  load- 
ed up  with  a  cargo  of  Douglas  fir 
spars,  which  thev  took  to  Great 
Brltatln.  Thu.s  originated  the  de- 
mand for  the  timber 

COAST  SITUATION 
Ihe  minister  took  as  an  example 
of  the  situation  in  the  province  as 
far  as  timber  wa.s  concerned,  the 
Vancouver  forest  dLslrkct.  which  In- 
cluded the  Lower  Mainland  as  far 
north  a.s  Seymour  Inlet,  -the  Ouif 
L^Land.s  and  Vancouver  Island.  This 
cpntrtlned  the  greater  pert  of  the 
Douglas  fir  area  of  the  province.  A 
survey  had  been  completed  of  this, 
and  be  stated  there  were  ft.MI,000 
acres  of  mature  timber  In  the  area. 
This  contained  an  estmated  ise,- 
0O0,0O«IC  feet  ef  sawiogs,  and,  in>  ad- 
dition, msjMO  acres  of  restocking 
young  growth,  much  of  which  Ls  al- 
ready twenty  to  forty  f^rt  high. 
There  are  736.000  acres  of  recent 
bums  or  logged  areas,  where  the 
new  growth  ha.s  not  yet  been  estab- 
lished. There  were  planted  last 
.vear  year  69,000  seedlings,  and  It

Alberta  went  a  atap  further  and 
prevented  the  importation  of  text 
books,  but  this  la  regarded  here  aa 
unneeeaaarjr,  and  of  no  additional 
protection  to  the  public.  Final  de- 
tails are  now  being  put  to  the  plan, 
after  con.<<uit«tioa  wtth  rtatloaaai  la 

the  province. 

The  Government  bureau  will 
print  Iti  seal  on  the  books,  to  pre- 
vent deception,  and  rebates  will  be 
aUowed  on  books  not  soid.  If  ae- 
qulred  through  the  beraaa.

Publl.shlng  the  authorized  li.st  of 
textbook.';  to  be  u.sed  in  the  .schools 
in  Septeriiber,  the  Government  yes- 
terday made  early  announcement  of 
what  works  will  be  required  for  the 
new  school  year.
